Collapse Foreseen if Outside 


Capital Does Not Help 


Tendency Toward Control of 
State Jncreasing; Means of 
Travel Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, May 
sia is helpless and ruined under the 
Bolshevik economic and political ex- 
periment. The policies inaugurated 
by Nikolai Lenine, the soviet Pre- 
mer. have collapsed, and there is 
no possibility of economic regencra- 
tion in Russia without the assistance 
of outside help from capitalist 
countries. This is stated in a re- 


This information is brought to- 
gether in a British White paper, a 
copy of which reached Washington 
today, containing the British official 
report, which declared that “the 
power of officialdom in Russia has 
developed on a scale to which there 
is no parallel. and represents an at- 
tempt to control completely the con- 
ditions of work and leisure, of food 
and drink, of education and amuse- 
ment, of travel, and even of the 
home life of every individual in a 
nation, whose population even now 
exceeds 120,000,000. The report 
added that recent evidence shows 
that the tendency towards state con- 
trol is increasing rather than dimin- 
ishing. 
CONCLUSIONS REACHED. 

The report deals with the 
economic and political situation in 
Russia. The final conclusions reached 
by the committee are given as fol- 


ows: 
“(1.) That a complete renuncia- 
tion by the eoviet government, by 
the Russian Communist party, and 
by the Third or Communist Inter- 
nationale, of propaganda directed 
towards the destruction of the - 
litical and economic order existing 
in other countries, is the funda-. 
mental premise, without the accept- 
ance of which there can be no ques- 
tion of capitalist aid in the economic 
reconstruction of R a 
“(2.) That the possibility of ex- 
tending credit to Russia on a scale 
in any way commensurate with her 
minimum needs will be dependent 
upon the faithful observation of the 
above condition. 
“(3.) That the co-operation of the 
peasantry is indispensable to the 


“(4.) That the settlement of the 
agrarian question on a basis which 
will provide inducements for agri- 
cultural production, now lacking, is 
essential to the provision of adequate 
supplies of food for the industrial 


TRANSPORTATION NEEDED. 
“(5.) That the restoration of rail 
and river transport is necessary if 
such food supplies are to be con- 
veyed with speed and regularity to 
the industrial areas of Russia. 
“(6.) That the state of admini- 
strative incompetence and corrup- 
tion into which the departments of 
the soviet government have fallen 
militates against the proper distri- 
bution of available supplies among 
the population, and must be reme-

I ex- 
perienced no difficulty in entering 
mail car proper. 

RIPPED OPEN POUCHES. 

“The mall clerk was asleep with 
his hat over his face. I had expected 
to encounter four clerks, as it was my 
impression that valuable mail was 
carried on the train. I had four 
straps with me which I had intended 
to use in tying the clerks. I removed 
the clerk’s hat and drawing my gun 
told him to put up his hands. I then 
put his hands behind him and then 
tied them. After making certain that: 
the clerk was securely tied I pro- 
ceeded to rip open the mail pouches. 
It was my impression that a val- 
uable shipment of mail was contained 
in one of the bags. 


“Of course, it was n for 
me to work quickly and I opened 
fifty-one sacks before the train 


turned the last curve for Newcastle. 
Becoming aware that we were close 
to Newcastle I pulled the cord in an 
effort to stop the train. There must

fully dressed for the street, took the 
elevator to the twelfth floor of the, 
Marsh-Strong Bullding at about 10 
o'clock yesterday morning. She 
climbed to the fire esca at once 
and walked past the windows of the 
offices of M. O. Hooker. The offices 
were empty. 

Climbing from the fire escape to 
the cornice of the building Mrs. Lee 
removed her hat and placed it with 
her purse on the fire escape. Then 
she seated herself on the cornice and 
waited until the street below her was 
clear. Patrolman McGuire, who saw 
her just before she leaped from the 
building, shouted to her to get back 
on the fire escape, and then yelled to 
pedestrians to clear the street. After 
swaying back and forth several times 
Mrs. plunged head first toward 
the sidewalk. 

Just in time to save their lives, Pa- 
trolman Maguire hurled into the gut- 
ter two women who stepped from the 
building. A man and a woman who 
alighted from a street car and walked 
into line with Mrs. Lee’s fall were 
saved when she struck a telephone 
wire and fell several feet away on 
the sidewalk. She was dead when 
onlookers reached her. The body 
was removed to the Bramble Funeral 
Home. 

In a statement to the police Mr. 
Lee, who before he began the practice 
of law was a newspaper man, de- 
clared that his wife had been under 
the care of several physicians and 
was attended by trained nurses. 

Following a meeting at Mrs. Lee's 
church, during which the entire 
membership joined in praying for 
her recovery, the sick woman im- 
proved to such an extent, according 
to her Nusband, that a motor trip 
north was planned. They were to 
have started tomorrow. Following 
an evening of planning and packing, 
Mra. Lee retired late Friday night. 
Her nurse, believing that the patient 
would sleep through the night, went 
to her own room. After everyone 
was asleep Mrs. Lee slipped from 
the house.

SOURCE OF REVENUE. 

The assessment of fines under the 
liquor laws has been a prolific source 
of revenue to the government. From 
1. 1919, to date more than 
$135,000 has been paid by Charlies 
N. Williams, clerk of the U. 8. 
District Court, into the United States 
Treasury on account of violations 
of the liquor laws. Of this sum. 
more than $100,000 has been paid 
in the local and San Diego courts, the 
balance at the seasions of the Fed- 
era] court in Fresno. These figures 
do not include the total amount of 
Anes assessed but only those paid. 

The judgment of the court fixing 
liquor fines does not mean in ali 
cases that they will be paid. This 
ie especially true among some for- 
eigners Who are constant violators 
of these laws, but seldom pay the 
fines charged when a plea of guilty 
is entered or a conviction by a jury. 
The defendants go to jail, and after 
spending thirty days in addition to 
any other term imposed, take a 
pauper’s oath and are released. And 
in most of the cases they go right 
out and again violate the law.

With 
several million dollars to back him 
up. and with the approval of Presi- 
dent Obregon and of Ep enio 
Ybarra, Governor of Baja ifor- 
nia, Mr. Bassity stated yesterday, 
his engineers within a few weeks 
will begin preliminary construction 
work on the new Tijuana, a fash- 
lonable year-around pleasure resort 
and playground of mililionaires, 
where privileges forbidden in the 
United States will be enjoyed.

From 1880 to 1903 the university kept 
pace with the early needs of Los Angeles. 
In 1903 President Bovard took control with 
a faculty of ten members and a student 
body of 328. At the present time the fac 
ulty consists of 371 highly trained special- 
jets, thus outnumbering the whole student 
body in the year when President Bovard 
took control. Since 1911 it has issued 822 
high-school teachers’ credentials. In the 
same period 11,113 have received the degree 
of A.B. or B.S. and a large number have 
taken their master’s degree. : 

In the last year the number of annual 
graduates bas exceeded 500. An analysis 
of the student enrollment reveals the fact 
that at a conservative estimate 60 per cent 
of the entire enroliment of the university 
consists of young people from Los Angeles. 
If these same students were attending the 
State university their cost to the taxpayers 
would approximate $750,000 annually. 

So it is evident that the university is 
bearing a large financial burden that would 
otherwise be shifted to the shoulders of the 
taxpayer. For, during the entire existence 
of the University of Southern California, 
individuals of Los Angeles have not con- 
tributed a sum to exceed $500,000. Taking 
these things into consideration, a request 
for help in liquidating the debt of $300,000 
incurred for the completion of the new 
building is decidedly within the bounds of 
reason. 

The university, while standing immo. 
ably for the highest standards of American

Los Angeles is in the debt of the farmers of 
Southern California. The groves and fer- 


tile fields surrounding the city have helped 


greatly to build Los Angeles to its present 
importance among the cities of the world. 
The interests of the city are inseparably 
tied up with the interests of the farmers. 
When the growers ask for a careful con- 
sideration of the agricultural interest in- 
volved in the sewage disposal project, there- 
fore, it may be taken for granted that theigs 
is not a frivolous request and that a pause 
in the present proceedings may prove mu- 
tually advantageous to city and county. 
Every additional acre brought under irri- 
on near the city adds to the wealth of 
Angeles. There are thousands of acres 
to the south and west of this city which are 
practically unproductive because of insuffi- 
cient moisture for crops other than grain 
and hay. Irrigation supplies are decreasing. 
As the Farm Bureau points out, from 20,000 
to 25,000 acres south and southwest of the 
city could be irrigated and made to blossom 
into profitable orchards and intensive crops 
through the use, after treatment, of the 
water that is now run to waste through 
the present outfall sewer into the ocean. 
And in addition, experts competent to judge 
say there would be available about 8000 
tons of valuable fert Hizer if a modern treat- 
ment plant were to be built. 


The rushing through of this expensive 
outfall sewer plan without an exhaustive 
investigation of every possible angle of the 
suggested alternative plans would be a

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WATER SHIPMENT OF PERISHABLE 
: PRODUCTS HAVE COME TO STAY. 


TRIVING for some remedy for exces- 
S sive and prohibitive railroad freight 
rates, rowers of citrus fruits in 
Southern ‘alifornia several months ago 
sent by steamer, by way of the all-water 
route through the Panama Canal, a trial 
shipment of oranges and lemons to the 
markets of New York and Philadelphia. 
This shipment, which was on board the 
steamship Charles Cramp, arrived in such 
good condition that steamship officials as 
well as growers themselves came to a 
realization of the practicability of water 
transportation. Scientific tests were taken 
during the entire voyage of the Cramp and 
the findings were so favorable as to prompt 
government officials to issue a statement 
from Washington to the effect that “water 
shipments have been found to be entirely 
practicable as well as economical.” The 
experimental shipment, however, brought 
out another fact: that to successfully 


water to the eastern seaboard, existing 
methods of shipping must be revolutionized. 
Proper refrigeration and careful handling 
of the boxes at points of loading and unlgad- 
ing were essential if decay and breakage 
were to be minimized. It is these features 
that are now being worked out by steam- 
ship operators, who are coming to more and 
more realize the importance of the newly- 
acquired business. 

The old-established method of loading 
cargoes into the holds of vessels by means 
of rope sling was found impractical for cit- 
rus shipments, as breakage of boxes was 
heavy. This method has recently been 
overcome by an improved sling which keeps 
all ropes and chains from the boxes. Ship- 
ping officials are 4g interested in the 
new sling, which, it is thought, will be 
adopted at all ports where perishable 
products are handled.

NEW VARIETY OF COTTON YIELDS 
_ TWO BALES PER ACRE AT INDIO. 


HORT staple and Egyptian cotton, 
S careful observers say, may be dis- 
carded entirely by cotton growers of 
California and Arizona, following the pub- 


lication of amazing results of growing 


Acala cotton at Indio, Coachella Valley, by 
the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The costs of growing this cotton is 
less than that of growing American Egyp- 
tian, and the yield per acre is shown to be 
over twice that of any other cotton hereto- 
fore produced in California or Arizona. 

Though yields of Acala cotton at the rate 
of 2.07 and 2.83 bales per acre were ob- 
tained last year on experimental plats at 
the government date farm at Indio, Cal., 
however, Federal specialists caution farm- 
ers agdinst crediting reports which place 
the yield at four, five and even six_bales. 
The variety was acclimatized only a few 
years ago. it was named for the oo gor in 
Southern Mexico where the original seed 
was secured. The yields generally are 
good, and the fiber is of 
being, under favorable conditions, 1 3-16 
long in comparison with 1416 for 
Triumph or Mebane, 1 1-8 for Lone Star, 
and 1 1-4 for Durango. This causes it to 
sell usually at a premium of several cents 
a pound more than ordinary cotton. 

The variety has become popular ip Ila 
homa and Northern Texas, and as result 
of the experiments last year, a movement is 
afoot to produce large quantities of pure 
seed of this variety in the Val- 
ley, where conditions are favorable for the

SHIPMENTS SUCCESS. 


Marking a new era in shipping circles, 
the steamer Eemdijk of the Holland-Amert- 
can line, sailed from Los Angeles Harbor 
on February 25 direct for London via the 
Panama Canal with 4500 boxes of oranges 
and lemons. This shipment received an en- 
thusiastic welcome ät the English seaport 
and found an immediate sale. The condi- 
tion of the fruit was entirely satisfactory 
and the saving to the grower in freight 
rates prompted another and larger ship 
ment. This cargo was billed to London and 
Rotterdam and was aboard the Moerdijk, 
sister ship of the Eemdijk. It contained 
7900 boxes of oranges. 


According to announcement from the Cal- 
ifornia Fruit Growers’ Exchange, from the 
time water shipments were inaugurated to 
the sailing of the Moerdijk, 76,619 boxes of 
fruit were sent to eastern and European 
markets via the all-water route. Of these, 
17,510 boxes were oranges and 59,109 were 
lemons.

The annual sum of heat is undoubt- 
favorable, but the very early varieties 
would be tater here than in the hottest dis- 
tricts, and the very late varieties might be 
caught by frosts.

NORTH OF SIERRA MADRES. 

Prof. Bioletti summed up his findings on 
conditions in the Antelope, Victor and Ap 
ple Valley, and the Hesperia, Baldy Mesa, 
Dageet and Barstow regions in one report, 
conditions being similar practically all over 
the former Mojave Desert. 

A rainfall of at least sixteen inches per 
year is needed for successful grape grow- 
ing, the expert points out, and the clear 
air, heavy spring winds and warm summer 
temperatures exert a drying influence on 
the soils in these regions. Hence irrigation 
ig necessary for-grape growing north of the 
Sierra Madre range. 

Prof. Bioletti found few vineyards on 
which to base his findings. but there were 
enough vines here and there on which to 
form general conclusions. Im many cases 
the cultivation and pruning were very im- 
perfect and the vines had suffered, but in 
many localities vines which had been taken 
care of had shown a growth greater for 
the age than the same varieties in the San

) growers on “Codlin Moth Pontrol in Wal- 
mn nut Orchards.” His remarks, in brief, were 
as follows: 

“Codlin moth in walnuts were first ob- 
served five or six years ago, an dinfésta- 
tion spread rapidly. The originally infest- 
ed areas are Santa Ana, Carpenteria and 
San Juan Capistrano. This last year the 
moth was observed at Los Nietos, a heavy 
infestation occurring in some orchards 
| there. 

“Erperiments for control have for some 
time been under way, both a dust and a 
liquid spray containing lead arsenate be- 
ing used. The standard acid arsenate is 
not safe to use with walnuts, on account of 
the danger of burning. The results so far 
indicate that spraying for codlin moth con- 
trol is more efficient than dusting, for a 
much greater percentage of nuts are saved 
by the former. The average costs are, as | 
follows: It takes twenty to twenty-five gal- 
lons of spray material per average tree, 
which contains six-tenths of a pound of 
lead arsenate. The cost of application is

BEAU MONT.—In so far as soll climatic 


the finest cherry 
growing districts in California. With an al- 
titude of 3000 feet, they are not as early on 
the market with their fruit as are some 
other districts in lower altitudes, bui they 
do grow large, sweet cherries. , 


Most of the Beaumont land is planted to 

apples and it was a peculiar idea that led 
the growers, when planting trees, to set 
oyt cherry trees around the orchard bor- 
der. Usually this was done along the roads 
and highways, lending a rather pleasing 
and attractive effect to the place, especially 
when the trees are blooming. Loaded with 
big, black such borders 
are very tempt to auto parties pass- 
ing along the roads. 
The Black Tartarian seems to be the fa- 
vorite for the home and near-by markets; 
the Royal Ann for canning, and the Bing 
and Lambert for shipping to distant mar- 
kets. The two last named grow quite large 
and firm, ship and sell well. The writer has 
seen these cherries that measured a little 
over three inches in circumference, eleven 
of them laid side by side measuring a foot 
and weighing foyr ounces. 

I recently found a Tartarian tree with a 
small limb in two branches bending over to 
the ground, loaded with cherries ‘nearly 
full size, which I took the timé and trouble 
to count, then photograph. Thare were 456 
cherries on the limbs, the greater part of 
which matured and ripened, 
small fruit. 


Heretofore a good part of the cherry cro) 
has been sold direct to the consumer, who, 
coming up on an outing, would buy and pick 
the verries, with a big saving to both him- 
self a the orchardist.

A clutch brake is very essential, especial- 
ly for ease and speed in gear shifting.

Although the tractor is not a pleasure ve- 
hicle, the driver is entitled to ease of op- 
eration. A comfortable seat should be 
placed to give the driver unobstructed view 
ahead and also in a position enabling him 
to watch the implements operation, All 
levers and controls should be within the op 
erator’s reach. A differential lock and 
brake is convenient at times. 
THE TRANSMISSION. 


Good transmission bearings are essential. 
Roller and ball bearings have less friction 
than the plain types. The transmission 
should be accessible for inspecting, clean- 
ing and adjusting. All wearing parts should

In the meantime he had 
married Senorita Filomena Ainsa, a native 
of Sonora. Her father had been driven from 
„ we province by Gov. Pesqueria and bis valu-

political ambition, Crabb decided to try the 
other field-—-which leads to glory or a grave. 
Ane reasoned thatthe faflure of others was 
no evidence that a thing cannot be accom- 
plished.

Canned milk should never be used, after 
it has been opened and exposed for any 
length of time. If you use it, buy small 
cans and use it all at once. 

The taberculin test for cows is useless 
and expensive. Like the Wassermann test 
for syphilis, it is altogether unreliable. Yet 
valuable cows are killed as a result of this 
test. In the same way thousands of hogs 
have been killed by serums for hog 
cholera, and cattle by serums for foot and 
mouth disease.

Recognizing the limitations of milk as a 
food, many have endeavored to introduce 
some form of synthetic or artificial milk. 
In France, for many years, the soya bean 
has been used for this purpose, in feeding 
infants. 
cause, like the peanut, it contains starch, 
and infants cannot digest starch. 

Dr. Elmer Lee of New York, recently an- 
mounced a new synthetic milk, made from 
oats and peanut meal. This wiso has the 
drawback of being made from foods that 
are largely starch. 

The best of all milk substitutes would be 
one made from nuts, which contain no 
starch. The peanut is not a nut, but a 
member of thé pulse or legume family. 
The almond is the best nut to use for this 
purpose, blanched, ground into a cream, 
but not heated, and mixed with distilled 
water. 

On such a food, to which should be added 
a little raw fruit juice, an infant deprived 
of ite mother’s milk will thrive much better 
than on the milk of a cow, while for adults 
it is greatly superior to milk.
